Charles Wagner, author of "The Sim 
pie Life." wai practically made famous 
by President Roosevelt, author of "The 
Strenuous Life." Early In 1902 certain 
well known New York publishers 
brought out very quietly a translation 
Of "The Simple Life." At first the 
book did not attract much attention, 
except among the literary few, but 
among the literary few was President 
Roosevelt. On him the little volume 
made such an Impression that lie re 
ferred to it In one of his public ad- 
dresses as follows: 

"The other day I picked up a little 
book called The Simple Life.' written 
by an Alsatjan, Charles Wagner, and 
be preached such wholesome, souud 
doctrine that I wish it could be used as 
a tract throughout our country. To blm 
the whole problem of our complex, 
somewhat feverish modern life < n 1 1 be 
solved only l>y getting men und women 
to lead better lives. He sees that the 
permanence of liberty and democracy 
depends upon ■ majority of the people 
being steadfast In that good, plain 
morality which as a national attribute 
comes only as the result of the slow 
and painful labor of centuries and 
which can be squandered In a genera 
tidn by the thoughtless and vicious. He 
pfeaches the doctrine of the superiority 
of <hc moral to the material, but he 
Insists, as we of this nation should al- 
ways Insist, upon the Infinite suiierlor 
lty of the moral and the sordid dentine 




Lutheran minuter of Alsace, born at 
Wlbersville. in the Vosges, ou Sunday 
morning, Jan. 3, 1SB2, while bit father 
was preaching In the village church. 
He wag only seven years old when his 
father died, and yet he whs the eldest 
of five children. The family moved to 
Phalsbourg. and there Charles labored 
In the fields and studied for the min 
Istry. He was sent to Paris at four- 
teen and took a degree at the Sorlmune 
in 1MB. He was a student of theology 
at the University of Strassburi; during 
the Franco- Prussian war, anil there he 
underwent a sort of spiritual revolu- 
tion, losing his religious faith. He read 
Spinoza and found In that philosopher 
something to compensate for what he 
had lost, but two simple Incidents ltd 
to the restoration of his religious life. 

One was the first sight of the Alps. 
The mountains seemed to him Ood's 
witnesses. The other event was some- 
thing that has happened to nearly ev- 
erybody— simply the sight of his moth- 
er on returning home after a long ab- 
sence. She was there, loyal to her du- 
ty, doing her daily work with tranquil 
energy, never wearied anil never dis- 
couraged, and the very thought of her 
brought quietude, content, faith. 

He went from Strassbnrg to Oot- 
tln.'cn In 1875. and from there he re- 
turned to Alsace and licame assistant 
pastor nt the foct of Ste.

velt family. 1 was surprised at Mr. 
Roosevelt's habit of Inviting to his pri- 
vate dining table those who are doing 
good work in the world quite regard- 
less of what their power or social po- 
sition may be. He looks to the man him- 
self rather than to hla appurtenances, 
and this is a brushing away of the 
superfluities which Is rare in men of 
his position. In Washington I saw his 
boys starting to a public school, and 
one of them did not even bother to 
wear a hat. This, of course, was a 
small matter, but It impressed me. In 
Europe the children of a ruler with not 
one-tenth of the power of Mr. Roose- 
velt do not go to school at all, much 
less to a public school. They have a 
corps of private tutors and rarely ven- 
ture Into the streets except in elabo- 
rate equipages. 

"The observance of complete sim- 
plicity in his personal and family life 
by the president of the United States, 
one of the most powerful rulers on 
earth, has a wholesome Influence not 
only upon America, but also upon the 
world at large." 

When he landed In New York not 
long ago Rev. Mr. Wagner aaid: 
•1 love the American people. 1 waut- 

and to^know tbeni personally. To ob- 
tain that end I learned their language, 
and here I am."

DEATH IN THE FLAMES. 



PATHETIC DISASTER NEAR SAMPLE. 



Probably the most pathetic disaster 
in the history of the county was the 
burning ol Letcher Brown s home, 
near Sample, last^Thnrsday afternoon, 
and the subsequent loss of lite. One 
child was burned to death in the are. 
another died Friday afternoon from 
th<* burns it received, and Mrs. Brown 
is so badly burned that her physician 
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The charred bones of the child 
which lost its life in the Are and the 
remains of the child which died Fri- 
day, were placed in one casket and 
buried at Sample yesterday afler- 

The house occupied by Mr. Brown 
and his family as a dwelling was 
about one and a fourth miles west of 
Sample and between the Ohio river 
and the L..H.& St. L. railroad. It waa 
composed of three rooms, two of which 
were built of logs. 

When the tire occurred Mrs. Brown 
waa washing near the house and Mr. 
Brown was at work on a county road 

mile or so awHy, as overseer of the 
Stephensport distric'.Tbe two children 
who were burned and another child, 
a five-year-old boy, had been left alone 

the boose. Two older children were 
at school 

It was about 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon when Mrs. Brown received the 
first knowledge of the presence of fire 
in the house. The H ve-vear-old boy 
was pounding on the inside of the door 
to the living room and crying for his 
mother. When she opened the door, 

mass of flames swept out. The 
oldest child ran out of the door and 
thus es-aped from the burning dwell- 
ing, but. on the bed. lay a little boy 
of three years, and. in its cradle, a 
two-months-old infant. —both asleep. 
Unhesitatingly the mother rushed into 
the room, picked up both children and 
tried to make her escape tnrough tht> 
dining room and kitchen, the back 
part of the dwelling Her clothing and 
that of the children was on tire, the 
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on through tue dining room and into 
the kitchen. But here, suffocated be- 
yond human endurance, she ML And 
the last she remembered w»s that «he 
n line nut of the kip hen and in- 



to her breast But one other naby.oider 
but as dear to her, was left behind, 
and. as she l< 
heard it crying to her to 
get it. 

The above is the story the mother 
told of her awful experience when she 
had regained consciousness late Thurs- 
day evening. True she told part of it 
soon after sue escaped from the dwell- 
ing, but it was incoherent, and inter- 
rupted by neart-rendering cries for her 
child, who was burned almost before 
her ejes 

Neighbors of Mr. Brown, Jno. Mc- 
Coy, J. C. Bennett, A.J. Bennett, and 
others, saw the burning dwelling and 
heard the agonizing shrieks of Mrs. 
Brown as she escaped into the yard, 
and they hnrned to the rescue. When 
tound Mrs Brown was lying out in 
the yard with her baby in her arms. 
Her back and arms were horribly 
burned, her clothes were nearly burned 
off ana she was nnconecious. The 
baby's clothes were not afire but its 
little face was a mass" of bnrns'and 
one e;e was nearly burned out. When 
help arrived the roof nadot yet fallen 
In and tne neighbors could probably 
have saved the child left in the Kit- 
chen if they had known it was tnere. 
for the tire was confined to the living 
room and dining room The mother, 
half-con- \. .us and in her agony, 
pointed to the living and dining 
rooms, where the roof was just ready 
to fall in. They thought she meant 
her other child was m there, but no 
man could go there, and smoke and 
flames kept them from noticing it in 
the^kitchen. And thus, throngn a fa- 
tal mistake of its mother, the child 
was left to its death, — and the next 
morning its charred bones were found 
in the embers or the burned dwelling. 

Dr. W. L Milner.of Union Star, was 
summoned to the scene as sion as pos- 
sible, and attended the mother and 
child

YOUNG TEACHER 

With Promising Future Was A.R. 
Whalen. Of Vanzant, Whose

William Jennings Bryan, in an in- 
terview given out at Kansas City, 
Mo., last week, expressed Ins opinion 
of Republican success as follows: 

••If you will examine the returns, " 
aaid he, "you will bud tnat. the Re- 
publican increase was not as much as 
uiigh. have been expected. They 
show, for inatance, that Roosevelt's 
vote in Missouri was oaly 7,800 over 
the McKinley vot« of WOO. If yon 
will take this Republican vote and 
figure out the percentage you will rind 
that the increase is not in keeping 
with the decrease in population that 
one would naturally expect. 

"So you see, " Mr. Bryan went on, 
"it is not a Republican victory at all. 
It indicates rather a tailing off in the 
Democratic vote, whereas tl should 
increase. You will notice th* same 
thing is true' in other states. The 
Repuolicau gain was not in propor- 
tion to the Democratic loss. The Re 
pu oilcans oi Missouri wnulJ better 
make the mutt of their opportunity, 
for ther* is no evidence ot a change 
of political complexion of the state.

The current wane of Up- To Data 
Farming, official organ of the Amur- 
lean Society of Eqnlty, contains the 
following appeal to tobacco growers, 
in pBrt; 

To the Tobacco Growers of America 1 
Elsewhere in this issue is an account 
ot the National Tobacco Growers' 
Convention. Rehd it carefully. This 
convention hat established^ price on 
the present crop of tobacco. They have 
decreed that no delegate, or tobacco 
grower represented by these delegates, 
should allow a pmnd of their tobacco 
to be placed upon the mantel; at an 
aveiage price of less than fit in Vir- 
ginia or ft* -n Kentucky fardark tohRo- 
co and «12 for bright tobacco in Vir- 
ginia and fia for the Burley tobacco 
grown in Kentucky .-; Isn't It worth 
it? Then why not get iff Remember 
these are minimum prices. No tobacco 
should oe sold tor less. 

Now, friends, it will only raqulra » 
little patience, a little determination, 
a little persistency and * little co-op- 
eration to accomplish the objects of 
these associations. 

Let us consider the steps to be taken 
and all the while remember that there 
are nearly or perhaps over 20,000 to- 
cobac planters now organized 

The Hrst thing to do is to make up 
your mind that not a pound of your 
tobacco shHll be placed in the nands of 
the buyers at a price below the prices 
enumerated. 

The s<iflond thing to do is to go over 
and tell those neighbors joining farms 
with yours what you have decided to 
do and to bsk t hem to do the same 
thing. 

The third thing is to keep in touch 
with the markets through the official 
society oigans, and to keep in touch 
with each other through local nnions. 

The fourth thing is to leave your 
tobacco hang in tne barns; go to 
town and inform the warehouse men 
and the buyers tnat not a pound of 
yoor tobacco goes out of your barn 
until they guarantee y:n the prices
